COUNCIL MEETS TO HEAR 
NURSERY SCHOOL PLANS

MASS MEETING TONIGHT 
TO OPEN WINTER CLASSES 


The Council met in special session Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 10 to consider the nurserj' school problem and 
to hear the conmente of Kiss Alice Vendham of Green 
Acres School, Bethesda. Mayor Warner, Councilwoman 
Taylor and Councilman Ricker were present. 

The possibility of the Council's entirely sup¬ 
porting a nursery school was virtually abandoned on 
the baais that it would not benefit the Town as a 
whole, though it was pointed out that it would un¬ 
doubtedly prove to be a general benefit and that, 
for that matter, the general benefits of some other 
Town-suppoi*ted activities were questionable although 
the activities themselves were granted valuable. 

Mr. Kaumer and Mr. Ricker felt, too, that the 
Council could not even partially support such a pro¬ 
ject, requiring that the parents share the expense; 
it was suggested that the parents whose children 
benefited directly from nursery school training 
fRiuld be proud and glad to haye a hand in its 
establishnent. 

The function of the nursery school was discussed 
as an influence in the social development of the 
pre-school children and Miss Vendham stated that 
even thoufji fe» families took advantage of such an 
opportunity, the children who did attend would tend 
to become leaders in their play groups and their be¬ 
havior would have a beneficial effect on their play¬ 
mates. She pointed out also the advantage and the 
logic of having the children as well as the adults 
in Greenbelt learn to w ork and play in co-operation. 

The benefits of nursery school training for the 
individual child were discussed with special emphas¬ 
is on his social and physical development ii. the rurs- 
ery schocl environment. And the value was pointed 
out of having the children supervised by a +«aener 
who coild handle problems impersonally where a par<- 
ent would be emotionally involved. 

llie meeting was attended by Vrs. Catherine T. 
Reed, elementary school principal, Vrs. Mary Jane 
Klnzer, director of adult education, Miss Olive 
Bremseth, kltidergarten teacher. Miss Margaret Apple¬ 
by, who is interested in helping start the nursery 
school and the conmittee that has been working on 
the project, 

Final action by the Council will take place at 
the regular meeting on September 22.

Elementary School Has 376 Pupils 

TTie Greenbelt Elementary School welconed 376 
youngsters on September 9» followed two days latsr 
by 80 kindergarteners. Owing to illness, 15 chU-l- 
ren have not yet enrolled. Only 9 of the pupils are 
non-residents of Greenbelt. 

The kindergarten group has two new teachers. 
Miss Olive Brenseth from the. University of Minne¬ 
sota, and Miss Rhoda Selme:t,. sister of Mrs. Robert 
Kincheloe, from John Stetson University. 

67 students are enrolled in group One under Mrs* 
Loretta Alderton and Miss Betty Straining* Group 
Two has 114 children under Mrs. Rowena Wittaker artd 
two new teachers, Mrs. Albert Derry from the Univer¬ 
sity of California, and Miss Mattie Williford from 
Florida State College for Women, Grovqj Three, with 
106 pupils, is taught by Mrs. Mildred Parker, Mrs. 
Genevieve Gerritts, and Miss Ruby Collier. Groiqp 
Four, with an enrollment of ^9, is led by Mrs. Ruth 
Kane and Mrs, Marlon'Hyman who received her Master's 
Degree from Radcliffe.

Greenbelt Consumer Services expects to do a 
$100,000 business this quarter, according to Sulo 
Laakso, general manager. In the corresponding quar¬ 
ter last year, the cooperative did a business of 
$87,000. 


The Greenbelt Homeowners' Cooperative is a pio¬ 
neer in tlie field of cooperative hone-building. 


A mass meeting to introduce the courses offered 
by the Departmeht of Adult Education will be held 
tenij^t at 8i00 P.M. in the Social Hocm of the ele¬ 
mentary school. The meeting will be conducted by 
the Citizens Association Education Coninittee and 
the Instructors for the various classes will be pre¬ 
sent. The sessions will be held in the evenings and 
are scheduled to start the first week in October, 

W)iat coiirses are offered will depend upon the in¬ 
terest shown. At least fifteen persons are required 
to sign up for each subject and the average atten¬ 
dance must be as high as ten. A registration fee of 
$1.00 is charged, plus the cost of materials used. 
The instructors' fees are paid from a State fund devo¬ 
ted tri adult education. 

Conmercial courses planned Include typing, short¬ 
hand, bookkeeping. Business Eiiglish and accounting, 
credits for wWch will be accepted by the University 
of Maryland, Art instruction and different phases 
of Home Economics will also bo offered. A projected 
epurse in Journalism promises to be very Intorest- 
llng, as the Viashlngton Star has offered the services 
of its Greenbelt reporter, John Leonard, who plans 
such stunts as taking the class to police courts, 
having them practise interviewing actual personages, 
and so forth. 

Mrs. Mary Jane Kinzer, director of adult educa¬ 
tion, promises that all the courses will be enjoy¬ 
able and stimulating, with instructors fully quali¬ 
fied to make the work worthwhile,

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In The Name Of National Defense 

Word is getting around that ro-hoosing of Aneri- 
ca's slum dwellers is to be a part of our national 
defense program. If there be truth In this - and 
ap;)arently there is, for several projects are al¬ 
ready under way in crowded munitions and ship-build- 
ijig areas - we can list one more benefit of the war 
acare. 

We don't like tne draft, and we don't like prep¬ 
arations for war, but our resentment is soothed by 
seeing Increased attention to public health, rapid 
inroads on unemployment, an increase instead of a 
decrease In the production of goods, a sudden appre¬ 
ciation of the freedcm and abundance we have in this 
countjry, and a possible draft of industry hy the 
government If further recalcitrance by certain stra¬ 
tegic coifjanles'la continued. 

Contamulatlng all this we ask ourselves why it 
all has to be done in the name of national defense. 
Why must we face a war to achieve national unity? 
Nhat perverse streak runs thro.igh our counti^noen 
that makes them oppose govertiment housing as some¬ 
thing good in itself? Is .t really necessary to at¬ 
tach the stigma of war and destruction to social 
progress? 


“Calling All PolidciaBs” 

We are glad to see that certain Hatch Act re¬ 
strictions on Gk-eenbelt may be lifted. The ‘^oopera- 
tor has always believed that* the local government of 
coimtunitles in the Wasliington area should be exempt 
from provisions of the measure. 

The Hatch Act itself serves an excellent purpose 
of cleaning up the national political picture, and 
its provisions were never Intended to cripple the 
democratic processes of the little towns around the 
capital. Yet in Greenbelt some 70 percent of tie 
population ws denied the right to hold local town 
offices or to participate in the elections for these 
offices. It was a senseless and awkward f'*'’atlon. 
Now relief seems to be in sight. 


Time On Tour Hands 

With the sucmer gone awl the long winter evenings 
soon in prospect it is time to plan ahead for the 
coming months, as much as one can plan ahead in 
these troubled days. What will you do after you 
have read the evening paper and eaten dinner? 

Some Greenbelters already have their time sched¬ 
uled to capacity, but for those who will have spare 
time on their hands, now that the yard and garden 
season is over and the weather frowns on outdoor 
activity in general, there ia a wealth of activity 
avaiiaole.

HOB RULE? 

TO THE EDITCSl: 

last week's editorial captioned "Democracy?" 
gave a rather broad interpretation to Article One of 
the Bill of Rights of the Constitution, In that it 
iws cited to uphold mob rule, law breaking and riot 
incitement,!, e. the recent incident on the steps of 
the United States Capitol. Anti-conscriptionists 
had (gathered there for the purpose, it was said, of 
holding a "prayer meeting". Ordinarily citizens go 
to churches to worship k)d. 

If these people represented democratic, law abid¬ 
ing citizens, why did they not contact their con¬ 
gressional representatives and otherwise conduct 
thanselves as such? The Evening Star account of the 
affair stated* "the old law says that either in the 
Capitol building or on the grounds it is forbidden 
to parade, stand, or move in procession or in assem¬ 
blage, or display any flag, banner or device design¬ 
ed or adapted to bring into public notice any party, 
organization or movement." Yet, in spite of being 
warned of action against them under the law, the mob 
preceded to gather there - precipitating a near 
riot. 

Even though a law may be unconstitutional, demo¬ 
cracies don't usually resort to rebellions and vio¬ 
lence to adjust their differences. Did the arrest of 
a Greenbelt resident, who incidentally was fined 
twenty-five dollars and forfeited collateral of ten 
dollars on two counts of disorJerly conduct while 
participating in the disturbance, influence the edi¬ 
tor in the opinions expressed? 

Perhaps the mob did accoii?)lish its purpose - it 
appears some have grown sympathetic toward them.

It is admit'ed that we would all be bet+or off if 
more people participated in and interested them- 
oelves in seme of the community activities. However, 

I have a point of argument in this connection which 
I would like tc state briefly* 

Greenbelt was built to be a "Model Towm" and in 
its planning and ft-rmative periods there was great 
encouragement and great activity in organization of 
var'euB groups. As a result people found themselves 
going to meetii g night after night, and day after 
day. This was part of the life of the model town. 
Fut I contend that we will never have a model town 
until we lave a to?m full of model homes. And the 
only way to have a model home is to convert the 
house in which ycu live into one. To do this usu¬ 
ally requires the presence of the parents in the 
home a great deal of the tine, so perhaps this 
offers some solution to tha shortage cf available 
people tc cwry the torch. 

I do not hold that organizations are unnecessarj-. 
Far fher. it, I simply believe that more people are 
giving more time and attention to the development 
cf their homes. Those who sacrifice the pleasures 
and happiness cf a home life and its development in 
order tc cany on the necessary work of the commun¬ 
ity, are to be comrended for their public spirit. 
But 1 do not think it is quite fair to label one a 
parasite Just because he is trying tc meet one cf 
his greatest resionslbillties.

There's No Place Like Home 

"Hiere's no place like Greenbelt", was Mrs, 
Li^tner's comment upon returning hoiae after a two 
month's trip through the south. Urs. Li^tner ac¬ 
companied her husband. Credit Union representative 
for Fam Credit Administration, on visits to several 
Govomnent and privately sponsored housing projects 
in the south. 

Atlanta, Georgia and Greenville, South Carolina 
were sites for two privately operated projects, 
"Rich man's paradise", was Mrs, lightnes's observa¬ 
tion concerning these projects. Rents for these u- 
nits range ftom ft55 to $68 per month, and the rather 
"ritzy" atmosphere of these settlements was punctu¬ 
ated by the total absence of laundrj' facilities. 

An Interesting observation made at a project is 
Columbia, South Carolina was the fact that a family 
with two children, a boy and a girl, can not get e 
three bedroom unit unless the children have passed 
their twelfth birthday. Here the Income must not 
exceed five times the amount of rental, with three 
bedroom units renting for $33 a month. 

Sunset Houses, one of the negro housing projects 
sponsored by the government is located In Augusta, 
Georgia. The tepant's yearly salary must not exceed 
$900 and rents average about 12 dollars per month. 
Here Ur. Lightner helped organize a credit union. 

In Augusta there is also a housing project for 
"whites" whose Incones do not exceed $10,000 dollars. 
The architecture here veiy much resembles that of 
Greenbelt and it was noted that the floors in nearly 
all the projects visited are the same type as those 
in Greenbelt. 

The deeper south does not seem to be faced with 
our problem of seojring dotaestic help. Colored col¬ 
lege graduates, unable to find employment in their 
fields of study, turn to housework as an alterna¬ 
tive and may be obtained for as little as a dollar 
and a half a week.

But the physi¬ 
cian and the dentist will. Worse than the foul 
breath idilch manifests decay is the menacing pr^ 
sence of the bacteria which inhabit the cavities. A 
decayed tooth is the starting point of serious in¬ 
fection wUch may travel to other vital organs of 
the body. The heart infection of middle age mi^t 
have been prevented by dental act! on in youth. 

Just what is a tooth which can be eitiier a guar¬ 
antee of good health or the source of serious ill¬ 
ness? 

A tooth has three main divisions. The crown is 
the part cf the tooth which is visible above the gum 
line and the root is the portion below the jaw line. 
The narrow union of the crc%n and the root is known 
as the neck. The crewn is covered with enamel, the 
hiardest substance that is found in the body. This 
%iard substance is fortunate for us since the enamel 
is subject to great pressure if the teeth are being 
used properly and is surrounded by mouth fluids that 
have a solvent character. Cementum is the substance 
that covers the root of the tooth. A layer of soft 
material is enclosed by the enamel and the cementum 
which is termed the dentine. The interior of the 
tootii is occupied by ttie pulp which contains nerves 
and blood vessels. Tiny canals extend from the pulp 
to opening in each root. These shield the blood 
vessels which bri ng food to tlie tooth and cBny away 
waste material. They also protect the nerves, the 
sentinels waiting to relay presence of infection to 
the brain.

WHOLESALES RETORT BlISDfESS GAINS 


Substantial gains in the -volume of three coop¬ 
erative wholesales during the first half of 1940 
forecast an active and prospierous business year for 
the co-op. At the Eastern Wholesale, In Brooklyn, 
business rose 58^ over the corresponding period of 
last year, ar>d the expectation was that the year's 
quota of $1,500,000 would easily be reached. 

Wholesales in the middle -west sherwed similar in¬ 
creases. The Cooperative Wholesale, Inc., at Chi¬ 
cago, reported a 20^ gain over last year's business, 
a total of $104,976 for the six months ended June 
30. Central Cooperati-ve Wholesale, at Superior, 
Wisconsin, reached a total -volisne IBT! above last 
year's, and confldw.itly expected to reach Its 
budgeted volume of $3,750,000 for the year.

The curtain 
on one of the most beautiful shows in the work ("An 
Autumn In Greenbelt") is just going up. Be sure to 
aee that show.

MEAT PRICE RISE 

The following announcement as been handed to the 
Cooperator, with the request for publication, by 
Greenbelt Consimier Services, Incorporated. 

"We wish to call your attention to the fact that 
the average wholesale meat prices have gone up over 
20% in the ^st month. As much as we hate to, we, 
of course, in fyun have had to go up on retail 
prices. 

"It is our opinion that the rise in prices is not 
Justified, but there is nothing we can do about It 
except to protest to the National Defense Council, 
We believe that if you vrill check you will find that 
nisat prices are up In all stores. There has been a 
trend towards forcing frozen meat upon people which 
in some instances sells as much as 10^ a pound less 
than thesh meats. As a cooperative enterprise, we 
believe that it is our duty to explain to our cu^ 
tomera the reason for any sudden changes such as 
this in price." 

If the Better Buyers are looking for a fall pro¬ 
gram, it seems to us that this Is the one, ready to 
haivl. In the past, that organization has taken the 
lead In investigating quality and price In foods, 
with national effect. If Greenbelt Is to continue 
to make Itself felt in the economic world, it must 
not let opportunities like this one pass from Its 
scope of endeavor. LabeU-lng of foodstuffs, quality 
of desserts, stnadarda 'and pirices of milk - ell 
these have felt the Imprint of Greenbelt initiative. 
We have no reason to think that protest on the part 
of the Better Biyers woiild be wasted effort. 

We appreciate Mr, Laakeo's desire to inform us 
as to the reason for the rise in prices of meat. 
Wo agree with him that as a cooperative enterprise, 
it la the duty of Consumer Services to explain ary- 
sudden price rise, but we go a step further in main¬ 
taining that as enteirprlslng cooperators it Is our 
duty -to Investigate and protest such price rises. 

As Greenbelt has made iteelf felt in the nation, 
so ha-ve the Better Buyers made themsel-ves felt in 
Greenbelt. Do -we -take the lead again this time, 
ladles, or do we calmly take the rap?

FIREPROOFING CURTAINS 

Did you know that you could fireproof your cur¬ 
tains? The Bureau of Agricultural Chenistry and En¬ 
gineering recorT..ends the following: 

"Mix 3 ounces of boric acid and 7 ounces of boraj: 
in 2 quarts of hot water. If you use powdered boric 
acid, raake a paste first vjith a little water, tlien 
add the remainder. Dip the curtains into the solu¬ 
tion, wring tliem out,' then hang till nearly dry and 
iron. 3e sure curtains are clean and dry before dip¬ 
ping. The solution may not work on vret cujrtains. 
Another ivay is to sprinkle the curtains with the 
solution before y^ou iron tliem. Sprinkle them well, 
using a taoderately hot iron, but do not iron then 
to the point where they are almost dry. 

Remember the treatment has to be renewed each 
time the curtains are washed and dried."
